If you have read any of the 
movie advertisements lately you 
will certainly see the splurge 
about the most momentous movie 
of our time, namely, “Joan Of 
Are”. For propaganda purposes 
they (the movie studio) link the 
name of this picture with the 
greatest pictures in the past and 
claim that this epic is as good if 
not better than any ever produced 
before. 

Correct Sometimes 

In some ways I must admit 
that they are correct. “Joan Of 
Are” probably uses technicolor 
to better advantage than any oth- 
er picture with the possible ex- 
ception of “Captain From Castile.” 
And the pageantry will equal any- 
thing ever attempted by Cecil B. 
DeMille in his most prolific per- 
iod. Then, too, some parts of this 
momentous’ production contain 


the boredom equal to that of any 
other picture produced. 


Some Are Pleased 

Many of the people who have 
already paid exhorbitant prices to 
see this “clasic’”’ are well pleased 
with the results of the extreme 
efforts of the producers and of 
the actors. I will certainly admit 
that this is a better class of pic- 
ture than we are in the habit of 
suffering through, but to my mind 
it falls short of the intended mark 
and if this is the best Hollywood 
claims it can do then -I’ll go back 
to reading books for my enjoy- 
ment and satisfaction. 

Heart And Soul 

It is generally agreed by those 
who have in any manner been 
close to this production that Ingrid 
Bergman put her whole heart and 
soul into the picture. Even to the 
extent of day to day living of the 
part. This may be true but it will 
not axiomatically follow that be- 
cause of this the acting must be 
superb. Perhaps this constant 
association with the part has been 
detrimental for I was impressed 
with the overacting of-the part 
of “Joan” by Miss Bergman. 

Even though the personality she 
was portraying was an unusual 
character and needs to be played 
in an unusual manner I was left 
with the impression that her act- 
ing was unnatural and as I have 
mentioned was, to use a peasant 
expression, “hammy’’. 

One Star Outstanding 

On the otherhand the one jewel 

of the picture was the acting of 
Jose Ferrier portraying the Dau- 
phin of France. All that I could 
-imagine of a dauphin was _ por- 
trayed accurately I think and with 
a naturalness not seen on the 
silver screen since Fredrick March 
as Al in “The Best Years Of Our 
Lives”. Ferrier’s facial expres- 
sions were most meaningful and 
he seems to pay a great deal of 
attention to even the most unim- 
portant body movements and as 
@ consequence pleases even our 
subconscious mind. 

But all in all I would rather 
see pictures of this sort than all 
the so called “companion” fea- 
tures ever filmed but the pro- 
duction falls short of its attempt- 
ed goal, that is to be one of the 
best pietures of all time. For I 
think the pictures we remember 
best are those we understand best 
because of their natural presen- 
tation and for that reason if no 
other, “Joan of Arc’ is just an- 
ather “good” picture.

1920 marked the first entrance 
of SAC’s first year book then 
dubbed the “Algol.” Ten years 
later our Dons and Donas grew 
weary of this title and have 
chosen a Spanish theme, decided 
to go all the way. Names, with 
the preferred Spanish flavor were 
zealously sought by the senors and 
senoritas. Matched, blended and 
judged for individual merits, the 
captions were voted upon Novem- 
ber 25, 1930, Del Ano capturing 
the honors. The first edition under 
the new banner increased its is- 
sues by 200 copies to provide for 
the swelling attendance. 


The Associated Women’s Stu- 
dents now known familiarly as the 
AWS was established in 1921, A 
men’s club was formed at the 
same time but soon wilted and 
withered away. A students loan 
service was instigated this same 
year. The money was contributed 
by clubs and organizations of the 
community. 


Up to 800 dollars was loaned 
to a student needing aid for fur- 
ther education. The amount bor- 
rowed was payable two years after 


graduation with 4 per cent in- 
terest. It was hoped that pay- 
ments and gifts from former stu- 
dents and the community would 
keep this service going. 

ASB tickets were sold at $5.00 
a throw in 1922, the first year 
they were issued. In 1924 $7.50 
was the loot for the same piece of 
card board. 


Our prized Fiesta sprang to life 
in 1926, originating the same stim- 
ulating, vibrating holiday we en- 
joy with so much zest and gusto 
each year now. There was a Don 
and Dona to reign on the first 
Fiesta day, Spanish costumes were 
donned and atrocious beards were 
encouraged. All the beaming, lofty 
seniors of Orange County high 
schools were guests at the college 
for that great day. 


Athletics gained momentum and 
prestige for the first time inSAC’s 
history about 1928. The _ first 
league organized which included 
Santa Ana College involved Chaf- 
fey, Fullerton and San Diego— 
that’s all! 


For the growing pains suffered, 
past and present, let us remember 
the over worked, age old adage: 

“From little acorns, mighty 
oaks grow.”
